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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments filed 06/30/2008 have been 
fully considered but are non-persuasive. The applicant argues that the prior art references do not teach a "fuzzy" command that is indefinite 
and performs a plurality of adjustment commands. Although the arguments seem to have some ground and can potentially overcome the 
prior art reference, a note is made that the claim limitations of the independent claims continue to be broad. The claim limitations state that 
the system "identifies said voice command as one of a specific command and a fuzzy command. ..wherein said fuzzy command performs a 
plurality of adjustment actions corresponding to said voice command....". The term "fuzzy" is not described specifically in the claim or in the 
specification. The claim only states that the "fuzzy" command performs a plurality of actions, of which can be interpreted to be a command 
that adjust an image by cutting and pasting or by zooming (of which the computer would have to execute a plurality of actions) as disclosed 
by Greenberg (US PGPUB 2003/0083577) paragraphs [0036] and [0041]. Since the specification or the claim does not describe 
specifically what is the actual meaning of the term "fuzzy" the examiner has to give the broadest interpretation of the meaning "fuzzy" which 
is: "not clear". The term "not clear" can apply broadly to many commands, such as zoom, because by saying "zoom image", as disclosed 
by Greenberg (paragraph [0036]) it is unclear exactly by how much to zoom or which image, if a plurality of images where present. 
Therefore, until the claim limitations can be more specific on the definition of "fuzzy" and how it applies to the system, the prior art 
references continue to read on the broad interpretation of the claim limitations.. 
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
